2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not teach or suggest a photolithographic process including the step of focusing a 
photolithographic image followed by adjusting the focus of the photolithographic image 
by an offset equal to the thickness of the second material layer after formation of the 
first mask over the second material layer as the context of claim 1 . 

The prior art also does not teach or suggest a photolithographic process 
sequence for manufacturing MEMS structures including the step of focusing a second 
photolithographic image followed by defocusing the second photolithographic image by 
an offset equal to the thickness of the second material layer as the context of claim 1 1 . 
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3. The closest prior art Farino et al (5,783,340) disclose a photolithographic process 
for manufacturing MEMS structures including the step of focusing using a focusing 
cavity and the focus is automatically adjusted but fail to teach the adjusting the focus of 
the photolithographic image by an offset equal to the thickness of the second material 
layer after formation of the first mask over the second material layer as claimed.
